Prxoverss, Ch. XIX. Ver. 27. 


Ceaſe, my Son, to hear the Inftrufion, that cauſeth 
to err from the Words of Knowledge. 


HERE is no Subjet on which the wiſe Man 
cnlargeth more copioully, than in urging the Ne- 
ceſſity of recerving the Inſtruction of Wiſaom ; and 
in ſhewing the "Advantages, which ariſe from 
applying our carts carly to Underſtanding. Bie 7s the 
Man, ſays he, that heareth Wiſaom, watchins daily at her 
Gates, waiting at the Pojts of her Doors. —In another Place, 
Take faſt Hola of Inſtr u&tron ; let lf not go ; keep her, for 


ſhe 1s thy Life. —And again, Gather Inſtruction from thy 


Youth up; ſo ſhalt thou ud Wifaom till thine old Age. But 
the firſt and principal Step towards the Acquiſition of Truth, 
is to be ſecured from Error. In the Text therefore he pro- 
ceeds to guard us againſt Inſtruction of another Kind; which 
teacheth indeed, but not in the Way of Wiſdom; and he 
admoniſheth us, not to incline our Ear io ſuch Doctrine, as 
under the Pretence of guiding us into the Paths of Truth, 


cauſeth to err from the Words of Knowledge. 


Tuꝛs is an Admonition, in every Inſtance of the greateſt 
Conſequence to the right Conduct of Life; but the Impor- 
tance of it 1s in no Inſtance more remarkably verified, than 
it appears to be in ſome Circumſtances of this Kingdom, 
When we confider the State of which with regard to Reli- 
gion, and compare the Condition of thoſe, who compoſe the 
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Bulk of it's Inhabitants with the length of Time that the 
Engliſh Government hath been eſtabliſhed in it; it is natural 
at the firſt View to be ſtruck with ſome Degree of Surprize, 
that the Genius of Freedom ſhould have operated with ſo 
little Succeſs ; that it's Effects in ſo long a Period, ſhould 
correſpond ſo little either to the Nature of Things, or to 
what England has experienced under the like Circum- 
ſtances. 


Tue Religion of the lower Claſs of the Natives is diſtin— 
guiſhed from the Popery of molt other Countries, by groſſer 
Corruptions, by a leſs Regard to the ſocial Duties, by peculiar 
Bigotry, and a more fatal Influence on the civil Intereſts of 
the Kingdom. The Enlargement of Commerce, how much 
ſoever it hath increaſed the national Opulence; or how 
widely ſoever it hath diffuſed the Refinements even of Luxury, 
hath extended none of it's uſual Benefits to them, nor availed 
to abate the Wrietchedneſs of their Manner of living. Nay ; 
even Liberty itſelf has ſo few Charms in their Eyes, that, 
under the mildeſt Government, under a Conſtitution founded 
on the Baſis of Freedom, the darling Object of their Wiſhes 
is Subjection to t Tyranny. 


FULL x to lay open the Cauſe of this State of Things, 
would lead us into a Field of Enquiry too extenſive for the 
Compaſs of this Diſcourſe. It will be ſufficient to obſerve, 

- that the Sources of this Evil may be traced back, thro' a 
Series of Cauſes, in tbe Events of War and Practices in 
'1ime of Peace; in the Operation of antient Laws and 
Influence of barbarous Cuſtoms, to the earlieſt Periods of our 
known Hiſtory. In the pernicious Effects of antient Cuſ- 
toms on Induſtry and Improvement, we may perceive the 
Origin of that Sloth and Indolence, which characterize the 

lower Claſs of the Natives. In the Reſentment of an 
ured. People, who, 10 a | Complication of ill Policy and 
cruel 
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erue] Oppreſſion, were denied the Benefit of Eng/i/þ Laws, 
when they eagerly ſought for them, we may diſcern the 
Source of that Reluctance to accept the Laws, to adopt the 
Manners or embrace the Religion of England, which is even 
at this Day too viſible amongſt the inferior Ranks of their 
Deſcendants. Various other Inſtances might be produced 
from our Hiſtory of a ſimilar Kind; the united Effect of 
which was, that the Manners of a People, capable of high 
Degrees of Improvement remained Jong rude and uncal- 
tivated, and that a Country, on which Nature had with a 
liberal Hand poured forth it's choiceit Gifts, wore for Ages 
the face of Barbariſm and Deſolation, 


Curtin as theſe Evils were, had no other Obſtacle 
intervened, they muſt in Time have found a Remedy. 
The Progreſs of Arts would have ſoftened the Manners of 
the People; the lenient Hand of lime would have allayed 
the mutual Hatred of the Natives and Engl/:/b Coloniſts, and 
the bleſſings of Peace, Security, and Freedom, would have 
reconciled the moſt ſavage Minds to the Engliſh᷑ Govern- 
ment. But the Reformation gave birth to a more fatal 
Diviſion, and created a perpetual Fund of Enmity by 1 
ducing a new Diſtinction of religious Intereſts. 


AT this Time the Tnattention of England to the Progreſs 
of the Reformation here, whilſt it was there in an infant, 
imperfect State; the Want of ſuch ſhining Lights in this 
Kingdom as might diſſipate that Night of Ignorance which 
overipread the face of it; and the Bar which a different 
Language threw in the Way of Inſtruction from other 
Quarters — All theſe conſpired to enable the Friends of 
Popery to rivet every religious and political Prejudice in the 
Minds of the People, to bind the Fetters of Superſtition | 
more ſtrongly on them, and conſequently to increaſe the 
| 1 A 2 W 
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Difticulty of every ſuture Attempt to break its Chains aſun- 
der. Under theſe Diſadvantages it is not to be wondered at, 
that the Light of the Reformation ſhone but faintly, and 
Was not widely ſpread ; it 1s rather to be wondered, that it 
acquired Vigour enough to ſurvive the ſublequent Wars and 
Rebellions, and that if was not by the general Maſſacre of 
the Proteilants, totally extinguiſhed. In the Intervals between 
theſe, Endeavours were not wanting to reform the Evils, 
and to improve the natural Advantages of the Kingdom; 
which from the Fatality of the Times could not but fail in 
the Execution. Nor was it, till the glorious Event of the 
Revolution had eſtabliſhed Peace, good Order, and Freedom 
on a ſolid Foundation, and given Stability to the political 
and religious Syſtem of Government, that a Work of ſuch 
Importance could ſucceſsfully be carried on. 


BuT in the Effects of the Revolution on the different 
Subjects of Religion, and civil Improvement, from the Na— 
ture of each a conſiderable Difference was to be expected. 
In a Country circumſtanced, as this is, by its Situation and 
Conſtitution, the natural Offspring of Peace and Liberty was 
the Revival of Induſtry, and the Extenſion of Commerce. 
Theſe therefore quickly flouriſhed, and ſoon began to give a 
new Face to the Kingdom. But with the Cauſe of Pros:.-- 
teſtantiſm it was otherwiſe. Pound by its own Principles and 
thoſe of the Conſtitution, to make its Way by mild and 
gentle Methods, to compel its Adverfaries to come in by the 
Force of Reaſon and Perſuaſion only, its Progreſs could not 

be rapid. The Law indeed lent its Aid, by providing ſome 

Inducements to the Rich, to prefer the Communion of our 
Church, to that of Rome; but Laws, operating ſolely on 
Property, could not affect the Multitude. They were left to 
the Dominion of their antient Prejudices, till by ſuch Me— 
thods as ſhould ! be conſiſtent with the Spirit of a mild Reli- 


gion 
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gion and free Conſtitution, they ſhould be taught 7s ſve tb 
Thinss that make for their P eace. 


AND if tllis 1 of Love, which tho' the peculiar 
Office of one Order of Proteſtants, is equally the undoubted 


Intereſt of all, had been always equally the Attention of 


all, ſome Progreſs might have been made. 


Tur Intercourſe ariſing from the various Relations of 
civil Life, would afford many Opportunities of advancing 
this Work; and Truth, when ſupported by kind Offices, 
and enforced by Acts of Benevolence; would carry Per- 
ſuaſion with it, and at leaſt procure itſelf a more ealy 
Reception. But, beſides that the Love of many to Religion 
itſelf is waxed cold, there is too often an unhappy Indolence 
attending a good Cauſe, for the Support of which Men are 
too apt to truſt to its intrinſic Merits: Whereas the Spirit of 
Darkneſs is never at reſt ; there is an Alacrity in malignant 
Minds, and the worſe any Caule is, the keener uſually is the 
Proſecution of it. 


I'T is true inded, that it is juſtly expected of thoſe who 
are the profeſſed Teachers of our holy Religion, to take the 


Lead in its Propagation ; and we truit that this part of the 
Clergy's Duty is duly attended to, and practiſed by them. 
But they who will ca ndidly conſider the State of the Church 
in many Parts of this Kingdom, will acknowledge, that 


many Difficulties remain to be removed, to {mooth the 


Way for their Labours, and enable them to advance ſuc- 


ceſsfully! in this Part of their Miniſtry. 


B u r, 8 that the Circumſtances of the Church 
were in many Reipects the Reverie of what they are; that 
(tor Inilance) the Number of Labourers were more propor- 


tioned 
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tioned to the Extent of -7he Vineyard; that all Pariſhes had 
their diſtinct Places of Worſhip, and Accommodation for 
the Reſidence of their reſpective Paſtors; were their Acceſs 
to the Papiſts caly; theſe as willing to hear, as thoſe to 
inſtruct ; and the Impediment of a different Language re · 
moved——-1 fay, all this ſuppoſed, yet to conquer antient, 
hereditary Prejudices, to realon ignorant Men out of Opi- 
nions, taken on. Truſt, and which Reaſon had no Hand in 
foi ming, io no caly Taſk ; how much leſs fo? when ſuch 
Opinions are dreſſed in the awful Garb of Religion, and 
ſanctified by Fear and Superſtition | Shew thoſe unhappy 
People the genuine Form of the Faith which was once delivered 
40 the Saints; tell them of the many plain and poſitive 
Precepts of God againſt their idolatrous Practices How 
little will this avail? When the Plenitude of papal Power 
ſuperſedes in Effect the Authority of Chriſt, and makes 


void the Commandments of God, through the luventions 
of Men. 


IMPLIC IT Faith, and a blind Devotion to the Will of 

their Prieſts, conſtitutes the Eſſence of their Religion. In 
Proportion to the People's Ignorance muſt ever be their 

Bigotry and Superſtition, and conſequently the Power of 
their Prieſts, Whilſt that Influence remains, what Hope 
of engaging their deluded Followers to forſake the Faith of 
their Anceſtors ? A Faith, fo adapted to a State of profound 
Ignorance by bringing into Captivity every Thought to the 
Obedience of the Prieſt; ſo commodious for the Indulgence of 
every Appetite, by reconciling Sin with Religion; ſo com- 
ſortable in the Hour of Death, by opening the Gates of 
. Heaven to the moſt abandoned Sinners. 


A DE- 
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A DLs fo ſuch as this is, founded in the known 
Weakneſſes of human Nature, and ſupported by the ſtrong— 
eſt Motives that the Abuſe of Religion can ſupply, will 
maintain its Ground, till the Ears of its miſtaken Votaries 
hall be opened to receive the Voice of Wiſdom and Truth; 
'till they ſhall ceaſe to hear the Inſtruction that cauſeth to err 
from the Words of Knowledge, But to expect that ſuch a 
Change as this, ſv extenſive as to comprehend the Bulk of 
the Nation, and turn the Scale in favour of Proteſtantiſm, 
can, by ordinary, human Means, be wrought on the Minds 
of Men, who have been taught from their Infancy to hug 
their Chains, and are grown old in Error ; ſeems to argue an 
Ignorance of human Nature. If it is ever to be effected, it 
muſt be by calling in to our Aſſiſtance the Influence of 
Education ; by laying the Foundation of it, at that Seaſon 
of Life ; which is marked by Nature as the Time tor form- 
ing the ſuture Characters and Conduct of Men. 


To * this Effect is the great Object of the Inſti- 
tution, which we are this Day met to encourage and promote. 
An Inſtitution, which from the very Delign of it beſpeaks 
our Regard, and if it be as duly executed, as it is wiſely 
planned, 1s juſtly entitled to our molt generous Support. 


8c is the wall known Power. of Education ; ; that the 
wiſeſt Legiſlators have at all Times eſteemed it an Object of 
the greateſt Importance to the Welfare of their . 
States. In Individuals, it forms the eſſential Difference between 
Man and Man: In Communities, it creates that important 
Diſtinction in the Characters of different Nations, the Relult 
of which is the Superiority of one over the other. 


"T'u 1s. 
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Tris Power ariſes from the very Frame and Conſtitution 
of human Nature which is ſo formed by the great Author of 
it, that the Qualities of our Minds depend almoſt entirely 
on the Impreſſions they receive, and the Bent they take 
from early Cuſtom and Habit. To trace the Progreſs of 
Habits thro' their ſeveral Steps of Increaſe till they have 
attained their full Maturity may be impoſſible, but the Reality 
of their Force and Strength of their Operation is fully 
demonſtrated by the Experience of all Ages; in ſo much 
that in gencral the Characters of Men are little more than 
the Reſult and Continuance of thoſe Modes of thinking, 


and that Courſe of acting, to which they have been ac- 
cuſtomed from their earlieſt Years. 


IN purſuance of this acknowledged Principal, the Deſign 
of the CHARTER SCHOOLS is to train the * hildren of poor 
Papiſts in ſuch a Way as may ſecure the Influence of Edu- 
cation on the Side of Truth; may prevent the Inſtruction 
which cauſeth to err from the Words of Knowledge; and enliſt 
their eailieſt Prejudices in the Service of our Religion and 
Country. To employ Force for tuch a Purpoſe, would be 
both o.10us and unwarraniable, the Spirit both of our 
Religion and Conſtitution would recoil at the Thoughts of 
extorting from Parents f what Rank ſocver, that Right over 
their own Offspring which Nature has given them, but it 
was hope! by the Founders of this Inſtitution, that the 
Voice of Nature would plead more ſtrongly in Behalf of 
the Children's Interest, than that of Superſtition againſt it; 
and it was reaſonabl. to think that they who were ſtruggling 
under all the Hardſhips of Poverty would gladly accept the 
Olfer of ſuch an Aſylum for their Children, as the Scheme 
of the Charter Schools opened to them; a Scheme ſo full of 
the Spirit of Charity and public Good, that its Inſtitution met 


with 
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with the moſt juſt Applauſe, and raiſed the moſt ſanguine 
Hopes of its producing the moſt beneficial Conſequences. 
The Friends of our Church and Conſtitution in both Coun- 
tries approved, encouraged and ſupported it. Our Adver- 
taries allo gave ample Teſtimony of its Utility. Their Praiſe 
would have been ſuſpicious, their Encouragement abſurd, 
their Oppoſition fruitleſs, They did what was leſs equi- 
vocal, and more deciſive of their Opinion of it, they miſ- 
repreſented, traduced and imitated it ; they fet up Schools of 
their own to counter-act the Deſign of theſe, and thus by 


adopting the Idea of our Inſtitution, aſſerted in the ronger 
Manner the Truth of its Principle. 


To enter into a minute Detail of the ſeveral Branches 
of the Plan, to thew how the Spirit of Charity, Wiſdom, 
and Frugality reigns throughout the whole of it, and extends 
even to the minuteſt Particulars, would take up too much 
Time. Let it only be obſerved that the Object of it being 

Two-told, the political and religious Welfare of the King- 
dom, the Plan 1s calculated with a View to each. Labour 
therefore, and Inſtruction are combined in it, and go Hand 
in Hand together. In the Diſtribution of each, the greater 
Part of the 'Time 1s allotted to labour, both becauſe the 
Minds of Children are incapable of long Attention to 
Learning, and becauſe much Learning is not neceſſary, to 
their Rank of Life, which | is chiefly deſigned for Action. 


Tu Learning given them is ſuch as has an immediate 
Connection with the important End of the Inſtitution; 
ſuch as may make them wiſe unto Salvation; ſuch as 

may ſeaſon their Minds with early Notions of their 
Duty to God and Man, and may guard them againſt the 
pernicious Errors of Popery, To this is added no more of 
any other Kind, than what may fit them for ſome humble 
Employment, fuch as in the preſent State of Improvement 


10 A SERMON preached before 


in every Branch of Trade is neceſſary, even to the loweſt 
Claſſes of Life. 


IN the Appointment of the Labour, regard is particu— 
larly had to thoſe Occupations in which their ſature Ser- 
vices may be moſt beneficial, both to themſelves and the 
Public, and the Degree and Kind of each is adapted to the 
Sex, and proportioned to the reſpective Ages, Strength and 
Capacities of the Children. 


IT is this carly training that teacheth the Hands to work 
with Skilfulnets ; and by which that Quickneſs, Eaſe, and 
Elegance of Motion 1s acquired, on which the Perfection of 
every ManufaQuure fo much depends. And it is wonderful 
to obſerve at how early an Age the Providence of God has 
enabled Children to become uſeful to Society ; how in the 


Hands of almoſt Babes and Sucklings, he hath in this Way 
alſo ordained Strength: Strength ſufficient to ſupply by their 


Labour, no ſmall Part of the Expence of the reſpecti ve 
Schools. Thus early do they begin to make ſome Amends 
to the Public for its Care of them, and to encourage their 

zenerous Patrons with the pleaſing Proſpect of the Advan- 
tages to be expected from their future Progrels. ; 


AGAIN, in the Plan of each School by a judicious 
Diſtribution of Labour, Inſtruction and Recreation, ſucceed- 
ing each other by fixed and ſtated Returns, early! Notions 
are inſenſibly given them of Regularity and Order. And 
in general the Idea of this Inſtitution is, that beſides the 
Rudiments of Religion, and Manual Occupations, Habits 
of Life and Conduct, Habits of Attention and Induſtry, 
of Obedience to others and Government of themfelves:: 
ſhould be the Reſult of the Diſcipline, and be gradually 
wrought into the Frame of their Minds and Characters. 


Tus 
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Tuus prepared, at a proper Age, they are apprenticed 
out to ſome humble Employment; ſo that from hence as 
from a kind of general Magazine, every Trade may be 
ſupplyed with a Succeſſion of uſeful Hands, and, what is 
of univerſal Conſequence, every Family with well prin- 
Cipied' Proteſtant Servants. 


Bur to ſuppoſe that the beſt concerted Plan is liable to no 


Objection, is to aſcribe a greater Degree of Perfection to it 


chan can juſtly be attributed to any merely human Invention. 


Till Perfection ſhall become the Attribute of Man, the Want 
of it will be no Imputation on the Works of Man. Every 
Plan of this Nature therefore ſhould be conſidered even in its 


compleateſt State, as ſtill capable of farther Improvement, and 
every Objection ſhould be viewed in the Light of a Propoſal 
for it. As the Object of this Inſtitution is manifeſtly good, 
and the Plan on the whole wiſely concerted, they who "wiſh 
Succeſs to the uſeful Deſign of it, will not object to what 1s 
good, becauſe it is not better; nor will they by haſty Con- 
cluſions to its Diſadvantage, countenance the Malice of thoſe 
who are Enemies to it on Principle. Objections may be made, 
perhaps from a partial View of the Caſe, from conſidering 
particular Rules, ſimply and independently, and not in the 
Relation they bear to other Parts of the Scheme. Faults 


may be aſcribed to the Plan, which are in reality Detects. 


in the Execution; or Improvements may be pointed out, 


excellent indeed in themſelves, but ſuch as the preſent 


Scantineſs of the Fund cannot admit. In a Plan of 


io extended a Policy, the beſt deſigned Rules may be 


perverted, and Abuſes may inſenſibly creep in, which will 
have their Courſe till the Diſcovery of them brings on their 


Correction. In the Alteration of Times, a Change of Cir- 


cumitances may require a Change of Oeconomy. as what 
B 5 wa 
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was originally proper and prudent in one Situation of Things 


may become in another the Reverſe. Accordingly the Society 


| hath at all Times ſhewn its Attention to improve on its 
original Plan, by various Additions and Alterations, and hath 
occaſionally adopted new Rules, as the former have proved 
in the Event to be inſufficient or inexpedient. At the Com- 
mencement of this Echeme, the Conſequence of keeping the 
Children at Schools where their Friends had a free and con- 
ſtant Acceſs to them was not foreſeen, and it was afterwards 


found neceſſary to tranſplant them to a greater Diftance, as 


the Prieſts abuſed the Opportunity of this unreſtrained Inter- 
courſe to the Perverſion of the Children's Principles, thus con- 
triving to ſecure to the Papiſts the Benefit, and at the ſame 
Time to defeat the End of the Charity. 


Buer tho' the Converſion of the Papiſts is the primary 


Object of this Scheme, the Practice of the Society does not 
totally exclude the Children of Proteſtants ; which however 


it may ſeem to imply a Departure from, does in Reality per- 


fectly coincide with the original Idea and Views of the Inſti- 
tution, In every Scheme of this Nature, the Evil prevented 
is of almoſt equal Importance with the Good produced by it. 


Now, conſidering the Manner in which the Poor are too 


often brought up; in a State of Idleneſs and brutal Ignorance ; 


how naturally muſt they, as they advance in Years, become 


_ expoſed to all the Temptations incident to a State of un- 


principled and idle Poverty, or to the Snares and Aitifices of 


the Romiſb Emiſſaries, who are wiſe in their Generation, and 


with an Induſtry, worthy of a better Cauſe, are daily going 


about ſeeking whom they may ſeduce. And whether ſuch Per- 
ſons remain the Peſt of Society, as nominal Proteſtants, or 
become the Enemies of our Conſtitution, as real Papiſts; 


whether they continue under the Influence of no Religion 


at all, or are adopted into the worſt and moſt abſurd, is an 


Alternative 
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Alternative equally detrimental to the Cauſe of Proteſtantiſm. 
Of thoſe, who, under the Protection of this excellent Cha- 
rity, have been rendered uſeful Members of our Church and 
State, how many might have otherwiſe fallen within this 
Deſcription, it is impoſſible to ſay; but that many would 


is not unreaſonable to affirm; and the very Prevention of 
ſuch an Evil, is ſurely equivalent to the greateſt poſitive 


Good. 


How vE R, allowing the utmoſt Latitude to the Force 


of this Reaſoning, it is undoubtedly preferable to make the 


original Deſign of this Inſtitution, its perpetual Object; and 


unleſs in Cates which will fairly juſtify the Exception; to 


admit none into the Schools, but the Children of Papiſts. 
In order to fill the Schools at all Times with theſe, it is 


plainly neceſſary to render the Scheme of them, which in 


itſelf is a Kind of gentle Force upon Nature, as inviting to 
the Papiſts, as the Nature of the Inſtitution, and the Reaſon 


of Things will admit. Our Adverſaries will leave no Me- 


thod untried to defeat a Scheme, which threatens to overturn 
the Baſis of their Power and Influence; and they who ſcru- 
ple not to thunder out the Terrors of the Church againſt 
thoſe Parents, who, by truſting their Children with us, 
encourage our Scheme, will not fail to avail themſelves of 
my” Miſconduct i in the Execution © e : 


ITis of the utmoſt Conſequence thorakive that in the 
Choice of the Matters and Miſtreſſes, in whom ſo many 
different Qualifications are required to center, private Favour 
or Intereſt ſhould not interfere; nor any other Motive than an 
Opinion of their real Merits influence the Reports of their 


Conduct. To make them obſervant of their Duty, much 
Attention is requiſite. It is the controlling Eye of Authority, 
which can alone keep alive the Spirit of the Scheme; with- 
out which every Regulation, how wilely ſoever planned, will 


become 
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become a mere dead Letter. The local Committees there- 
fore are undoubtedly ſenſible that no Circumſtance in the 
Management of the Schools, how minute ſoever it may 
appear, ſhould eſcape their Inſpection, 


Nor 1s this ſufficient. To have conſecrated the Age of 
Innocence to Religion and Induſtry will be to little Purpoſe, 
it when they are launched out into the World, they forget 
God, and depart from the Principles in which they were trained. 
To prevent this, the utmoſt Caution ſhould be uſed in the 
Choice of thoſe, to whom they are apprenticed out ; that 
they be ſuch on whoſe Lite and Practice the Religion they 
profeſs has a viſible Influence; who by their domeltic Care 
and Example, may improve and cultivate the good Sceds 
implanted, and ripen them to Perfection. In this, as in every 
other Inſtance, the Society has entire Confidence in the Care 
of the local Committees. 


FRoM the Sketch I have given of the general Views and 
particular Management of this Inſtitution, it evidently recom- 
mends itſelf by the ſtrongeſt Motives to the publick Protection. 
To give this effectually, we ſhould contribute towards it 
liberally; as it is obvious, that even to maintain it in its 
preſent Vigour, though in every Inſtance the ſtricteſt Regard 
be had to Frugality, a large Supply muſt be requilite. The 

conſtant ordinary Demands upon it are great; the Fund by 
which they are to be ſupplyed is in great Meaſure precarious, 
if it gathereth much, it hath nothing over ; if it gathereth little 
it will have much Lack, in Years of Scarcity eſpecially, ſuch 
as the preſent Year has remarkably proved; when the 
advanced Price of Proviſions neceflarily cauſeth a great 
Increaſe in the Expence attending each School. By the Pro- 
vidence of God, who hath railed up the warmeſt Friends 
to the Inſtitution in both Kingdoms, and haih more than 
once by Means of unexpected Donations refreſhed the pie es 
when. 
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when ready to wither, it hath hitherto fourithed to a conſi- 
derable Heighth. 


HERTH we muſt in an eſpecial Manner acknowledge with 
becoming Gratitude to the Support which it deriveth from the 
Munificence of our gracious Sovereign, and the Liberality of 
Parliament. We are alſo called upon to expreſs our Thank- 
fulneſs for the Benevolence of our correſponding Brethren in 
England, who, though the leaſt concerned in the Succeſs of 
the Scheme, from a laudable Motive of Chriſtian Charity 
and Affection to the Proteſtant Cauſe, have contributed moſt 
bountifully to its Support. Happy would it be for the Inte- 
reſts both of our Religion and of our Country, it a Scheme of 
lo important Influence on both, could be extended beyond its 
preſent Limits ! That indeed, the Condition of our Fund will 
not admit; and the Call on our Liberality now, is not to 
enlarge the Plan, but to ſupport it in its preſent State. Some- 
thing ſurely might be ſpared from the Expence which we fo 
treely indulge to our frivolous Pleaſures, without entrenching 
on our real Wants or Enjoyments. They, on whom the 
 Motives of Religion, Charity, or Love to their Country, have 
their juſt Influence, need no Perſuaſion to promote a Deſign, in 
hw all theſe Views are united ; and let thoſe who make no 
Scruple to laviſh their Wealth in 'Porſuit of their Vices, learn 
to make ſome amends to the ſucceeding Age for the Miſchief 
their Examples do to the preſent. If we cannot Rival our 
. richer Neighbours in the Degree of our Liberality, we may 

do more than they in another Reſpect; we may give what 
they cannot, and we ought to give; our Time and Attention 


in ſuperintending the Execution of the Plan, and by ſo doing 
may even more e effectually ſerve it. 


Jo engage us to this, what i is it which the Scheme of the 
CHARTER SCHOOLS is deſigned to promote ? 1s it not, to ren- 


der 
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der that, which, by a ſtrange Contradiction to the Expe- 
rience of all other Times and Countries, conſtitutes our pre- 
ſent Weakneſs, the Number of our People, our permanent 
Strength; to increaſe our Opulence ; to preſerve our Reli- 


gion; and ſecure the Bleſſings of our happy Conſtitution to 
our lateſt Poſterity. 


AGAIN, what is it, which this Inſtitution aims at pre- 
venting ? ſurely no ſpeculative Evil, no viſionary Danger ; 
but an Event, which, if we wanted other Aſſurances, the 
Annals of our own Hiſtory might ſufficiently warn us, is 
big with the moſt alarming Threatenings, the Increaſe of 
Popery. Thanks be to God, the Arm of Popery in theſe 
Kingdoms at leaſt, zs ſhortened. But is ſhe therefore become 
gentle and innocent? her very Mercies were wont to be 
cruel ; hath ſhe learned to be gracious ? hath ſhe ever re- 
tracted her inhuman Doctrine of Perſecution for Conſcience 
ſake ? are her Abettors in this Kingdom willing to give the 
legal Proofs of their Attachment to our civil Intereſts ? we 
know the Contrary. „„ 


Bor it is not ſimple Popery, which we of this Kingdom 
have Reaſon to apprehend. It is not only Popery, with all 
her portentous Errors, pernicious Maxims, and cruel Practices; 
It is Popery with all theſe inflamed by repeated Diſappoint- 
ments; the Edge of her natural Fury ſharpened with peculiar 
Malice and Revenge—I might here preſent to your Imagi- 
nations the Picture of ſuch a Scene, as the Triumph of ſuch 
an Enemy would be likely to produce; and in which indeed, 
had not the Providence of God, which ruleth over all Events, 
and hath ſo often viſibly interpoſed for our Preſervation; 
inſpired the Vigilance of Government to prevent, we our- 

ſelves might have born too great a Share. But I do not wiſh 
to alarm your Apprehenſions with the Proſpect of 8 

which 
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which we truſt will never be realized, much leſs would 1 
defire to excite uncharitable Thoughts of the Followers of 
that Superſtition, whilſt they remain amenable to our Laws, 
But it is ſurely prudent, not to fleep in entire Security, 


nor abſolutely to ſhut our Eyes againſt even a poflible. 
Danger. 


THEREFORE, until the Wiſdom of the Legiftature ſhall 
ſtrike out ſome other Method to promote the Increaſe of 
Proteſtantiſm, more effectual than this, and equally confiſtent 
with the Spirit which prevails in our Religion and Conſti- 
tution ; let us carefully attend to the Support of this; which, 
together with many other important, national Benefits, lays 
the Ax at the Root of Popery—a Method, flow indeed in 


its Operation, but for that Reaſon likely to produce the more 
permanent good Effects. 


WI truſt therefore, that the hudable Zeal, which has 
_ Inſpired ſo many Schemes of publick Utility, w will never 
permit the moſt important of all, and which indeed has a 
cloſe and intimate Connexion wth them, to decline for Want 
of due Attention to it. We ſhall never ſuffer the Reproach, 
of letting a. Scheme of ſuch extenſive Benevolence, and 
comprehenſive Merit, ſupported hitherto, in great Meaſure, by 
the Zeal of thoſe, who are more remotely intereſted in its 
Succeſs, to fail through domeſtic Negligence. We may rather 
draw an happy Preſage of its future Proſperity from that 
peculiar Mark of Favour to our Ok. which adorns the 
e of our preſent Meeting. 


Dip the ſame Spirit, which gave Birth to the Inflitution,. 
animate. the Progreſs, and invigorate the Execution of it, it 
would not need the Support of. Advocates to plead its Cauſe ; 
it would ſpeak aloud to us in the moſt powerful and con- 
* _ vincing 
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vincing Language; its good Effects would be ſo ſenſibly 
felt, that we ſhould be eager to diffuſe the benign In- 


fluence of it throughout the Kingdom. Then might we 


juitly hope, that in Time our People would become one 
Flock under , one Shepherd; then might we with Joy and 
Gladneſs look forward to the Generations to come; and in 
the ſtrong and emphatical Words of the Prophet IT/azah, ſay 
to our Church or Country; Lift up thine Eye round about, and 
behold ; all theſe gather themſelves together, and come unto thee ; 

thou ſhalt Clothe thee with them all, as with an Ornament ; thou 
ſhalt Bind them on thee as a Bride doth. Thy waſte and deſo- 
late Places ſhall be too narrow by Reaſon of their Inhabitants : 
No Weapon formed againſt thee ſhall proſper ; the Tongue that 
riſeth in Judgment againſt thee ſhall be condemned.

7 1 HE Original Deſign of this Society is well known to 
have been hats formed by the late Right Reverend 
Dr. Henry Maule, Lord Biſhop of Dromore, afterwards 
of Meath; which being highly approved and encouraged by the 
then Lords Juſtices, and a great Number of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, of the Commons, the Clergy and principal Gen- 


tlemen of the Kingdom, His late Majeſty, upon their humble 


Petition, was graciouſly pleaſed in 1733, through the favourable 
Interpoſition of His late Grace the Duke of Dorſet, then Lord 


Lieutenant, to grant His Royal Charter of Incorporation for 
the Erecting and Supporting of Schools, wherein the Children 


of. - 
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of Papiſts and other poor Natives might be inſtructed in the 
Engliſb Tongue and the Principles of true Religion and Loyalty, 
and trained up to the Practice of Induſtry and Labour. 


In Purſuance of which, Charter-Schools have from Time to 
Time been erected by the Society in ſeveral Parts of the King- 
dom, under the immediate Direction of Local Committees of the 
principal Gentlemen and Clergy in the Neighbourhood of each, 
who inſpect and examine into the Inſtruction and Employment 
of the Children, their Food and State of Health; the Sufficiency 
and Diligence of the Maſters and Miſtreſſes, and all other Par- 


ticulars relative to the Oeconomy and Management of the School, 


and report the fame to the Society; beſides which, the Schools 
are frequently viſited and inſpected by the ſeveral Members of. 


the Socicty as they have Opportunity. 


The Society have the Satisfaction to obſerve that their Scheme 
of dividing the Childrens Time between the Learning neceſſary 
for their future State of Life, and ſuch gentle Work as 1s ſuited 
to their preſent tender Age, hath been ſucceſsfully adopted by 


many Charity-Schools in Dublin and other Places; whereby the 


Benefit of the Inſtitution hath probably been extended far beyond 


the ExpeQation of thoſe who at firſt moſt warmly promoted it. 


But there is one Part of their Diſcipline peculiar to the Society,
